Migratory Bird Laws 
me As Last Year 


TALLAHASSEE . — Migratory 
bird regulations for Florida will 
remain substantially the same for 
the 1950-51 season as they were 
last year, Director Coleman New- 
man, State Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission, disclosed today. 

Regulations released to New- 
man by the U. S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service through Secretary of 
Interior Oscar L. Chapman are as 
follows: 

Open season on ducks, geese and 
coots extends from November 27 


from one half hour before g=unrise 
to one hour before sunset, except 
on opening day, when shooting wit! 
Daily bag 
limit on ducks was set at four. 
with the bag limit including one 
wood duck only. Possession limit is 
eight. Daily’bag and possession 
limit on geese -was set at two, 
which can include two Canada 
geese or two white-fronted geese. 
and in addition three blue geese. 
Daily hag and possession limit for 
coot was set at 15. ` 

Hunting season for marsh hens 
and gallinules extends from Sep- 
tember 15 to November 13, with 
hunting permitted from one ha:f 
hour before sunrise to sunset. Daily 
bag and possession limit was set at 
15, including a singlé species or 
mixed bag.

One Teacher Schools 
Slowly Dwindling 


TALLAHASSEE—Florida's Lit- 
tle Red Schoolhouses, although not 
yet extinct, are dwindling steadily, 
a recent study of the state's public 
school system revealed. 

“Almost 60 per cent of the exist- 
ing one-teacher schools have been 
replaced since 1920 through sub- 
stantial school construction and 
moderization programs§ reports 
R. H. Jacobs, director of he school 
division of Minneapolis-Honeywell 
Regulator Company. His report 
was based on an analysis of a 
study by the U. S. Office of Edu- 
cation. 

Although educators regard this 
as a significant index of statewide 
advancement, Jacobs pointed out 
that there are some 420 one-teach- 
er schools remaining in the sta’e 
that continue to be an important 
means of providing the rudiments 
of education. 

Florida educators, however, ap- 
parently are keenly aware of the 
physical advantages of larger 
schools, Jacobs said. In a recent 
survey, a majority stated the 
“ideal elementary school” should 
contain 14 classrooms, and 43 per 
cent of those replying said they 
would specify individual -room 
thermostats for control of heating 
and ventilating equipment. 

Southern schools have a singulas 
problem in providing correct class- 
room ,atmosphere, the Honeywell 
spokesman said, since cooling, 
rather than heating, is necessary 
most ofthe year. 

Educators everywhere are at- 
taching new significance to health- 
ful environment since a west coa :t 
school experiment showed that av- 
sences due to. colds and other resp‘- 
ratory ailments had been cut 14 
per cent by scientific control of 
temperature alone, he said.
